An Interesting Side Light on the 


Food Habits of Various 
Nations. 
“Just drop me down through the} 


says Frank J. Leney, 
managing director of the new Hotel 
Carlye in New York city. 

Of all dishes, soup is the most char- 
acteristic of a race, or a nation, or a 
province e, according to Mr. Leney. 
“Think back,” he says, ‘“‘and you will 
find that the first thing man did on 
discovering how to make a fire was 
to boil water. The next step was to 
put meat into it . and lo, soup 
was born. The first meat used was 
venison, also clams, and the boiling 
was done in tanned hides. 

Soup need not be tiresome or lack- 
ing in personality, Mr. Leney tells 
us. He who has designed nmienus in 
seven languages found Towfuk 
Tchorba, a-chicken soup sampled at 
the Pera Palace in Constantinople, 
most typical of Turkey. Bortseh he 
as the specialty at the 
a cucumber soup 
at the Hotel d'Europe in St. Peters- 
burg. 

In Vienna nothing takes precedence 
over liver dumpling soup, while in 
Munich the chicken noodle variety is 
without a peer, and Kempinski's in 
Berlin is equally famous for yellow 
pea soup. It would seem, by the way, 
that more definite and _ distinctive 
brands of soup abound in German ter- 
ritory than elsewhere, except, perhaps, 
in France. In Hamburg—believe it 
or not—beer soup or strawberry or 
lemon soup are favorites. Basle, 
Switzerland, swears by. its milk soup 
with beef broth and broad noodles, 
and in Linz on the Danube, at the 
Hotel Archduke Charles; the specialty 
during Lent is a soup of earp’s roe. 

As to the French, of course by On- 
ion Soup Gratine you know Mont- 
The Bouillabaisse, a_ fish 
soup reduced to a stew, likewise sug- 
gests Marseilles and can be properly 
produced only in that city, for the 
fish is not available elsewhere.

WASHINGTON, May 8&—()— 
Warning to dry democrats that un- 
less the Raskob proposal for a ref- 
erendum on prohibition were accepted 
they eventually would be obliged to 
necept one less favorable to prohibi- 
tion was voiced tonight by James M. 
(‘arson, Miami, who identified himself 
as one of them. 

In an address broadcast over the 
Dixie network of the Columbia sys- 
tem, Carson emphasized the demo- 
eratic national chairman's proposal 
that the 1932 platform embrace a ref- 
erendum on a home rule plan was 
“safeguarded” in prohibition’s favor. 

At the same time Carson, unsuc- 
ressful candidate for governor of Flor- 
ida last election, predicted that “if 
prohibition is destroyed, its destruc- 
tion will not he brought about so 
much by its enemies as by the pro- 
fessional prohibitionists of the pres- 
ent.”’ 

Carson said that if Raskob’s pro- 
posal had come from a dry, it “would 
have been hailed as a masterpiece of 
statesmanship.” 

“We who believe in pfohibition,” 
he said, “cannot afford to allow the 
wets to say they are willing to trust 
n decision of the question to the peo- 
ple of this great country, but that 
the drvs decline the challenge.

U. S. OIL SUPPLY 
WILL LAST—TEAGLE 


NEWARK, N. J., May 8&.—(#)— 
Walter C. Teagle, president of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey, today said that the country's 
crude oil reserves, once reported to 
be near exhaustion, would last “as 
long as we, our children and our 
grandchildren will have any use for 
them.” He spoke to the Bond Club 
of New Jersey. 


Mr. Treagle said the oil man “has! 


been too scientific and too energetic 


for his own good in finding oil 
pools.” Improvements in geology and 


drilling methods, he said, had develop- 
ed new and richer’ oil deposits at 
much lower levels under the earth's 
surface. The refiner, he declared, had 
doubled in the last 10 years the num- 
ber of gallons of gasoline obtained 
from each barrel of crude. 


This overproduction, he said, had 
resulted in the cheapest crude oil 


since 1915, and record price gasoline 
before cost of distribution and taxes 
are put upon it. 

“Any profit which there might be 
in selling gasoline at the prices post- 
ed on dealers’ pumps hereabouts goes 
to the state, under conditions exist- 
ing today.”

last year more than 21,000 acres of 
trees in national forests, according to 
reports.

Skyscraper 
Dug Up. 


An ancient skyscraper is the latest 
discovery to be bared Dy archacol- 
ogists digging in the mountainous heap 
of accumulated debris, lava and earth 
that lies on top of the city of Her- 
culaneum, buried during a Vesuvii* 
eruption about the year 70 A. D. 

The skyscraper is a four-story af- 
fair, an extraordinary height for 
those days, and the only one that has 
hitherto been located by the research 
parties. From pottery, frescoes and 
other. remains about the ruins, the 
scientists make the deduction that it 
served as a huge community center 
with hot and cold baths in the base- 
ment, amusement parlors on the first 
‘floor, along with a restaurant and “ 
dance hall on the top floor. 

Next to this big hall lies a block of 
houses which belonged to extremely 


simple folk. There is no luxury in 
these houses, only the ordinary decora- 
tions of decent middle-class families, 
and the pathetic traces of domestic 
life, such as a child's bed in an upper 
room and a little cupboard containing 
cups and plates and the carbonized re- 
mains of fruit and biscuts.

One would give 
the ju%ge the right to summon a. ma- 
terial witness from another state, if 
the distance were not more than 
1,000 miles. 


The other would allow the judge, 
prosecuting attorney and defendant's 
attorney to comment on the fact that 
the defendant did not testify. 


Major General Smedley Butler’s at- 
titude as director of public safety in 
Philadelphia was used as an argu- 
ment for the proposed law on arrests 
and the gun battle before the capture 
of Francis Crowley and Rudolph 
Duringer in New York yesterday was 
used to point contentions against it. 

As drawn, the proposed. statute 
would prevent an officer frofh killing 
or wounding an offender attempting 
to escape only in cases involving fel- 
onies. Professor Edwin R. Keedy of 
the University of Pennsylvania who 
with Professor William E. Miskell of 
the university framed it, said General 
Butler encouraged the use of revolvers 


by officers in Philadelphia.

from the northern fields. The ®outh- | 
ern fields pay 35 cents a ton more. 
on coal shipped to Lake Erie ports | 
than do the Ohio and Pennsylvania 
operators, and the latter thought this | 
should be increased to at least 45 
cents, 

Bardwell advised the commission 
that in his opinion freight rates have 
little to do with the O Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania mines losing tonnage to the 
southern operators. He analyzed la- 
bor difficulties of the Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania fields and pointed out that 
great tonnage losses followed labor 
troubles and union agreements for 
high wages with which the southern 
mines did not have to deal. 

He said after the Ohio and Pennsy!- 
Vania companies started operation on 
an open-shop basis they again began 
to pick up business. 

“It is unquestionably true that the 
rate adjustment here assailed is more | 
favorable to the southern operators 
than would be the case if it were based | 
on distance scale,” he said, adding 
that “under the stress of competition 
carriers often establish rates and rate 
relationships which the commission 
could not require them to establish.” 

“When such rates,” he continued,

Ala., 53 years ago, and after attend- 
ing school there received his A.B. de- 
gree at Howard College, and graduat- 
ed in theology at the Southern Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary, Louisville, 
Kentucky. 

At the time of his death he had held 
a Baptist pastorate longer than any 
other minister in Atlanta. He had 
been pastor of the Kirkwood church 
for 18 years, coming to Atlanta from 
Hurtsboro, Ala.

his death held the following offices: 
Member of the executive committee of 
the Georgia Baptist convention ; mem- 
ber of the home missions board of the 
Southern Baptist convention; mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the 
Atlanta Baptist Association; member 
of the Atlanta Baptist Ministers’ con- 
ference. 

He also was a past chairman of 
the advisory committee of the Geor- 
gia Baptist convention, one of the 
most responsible positions in state 
Baptist work. 

He was an active member of the 
Kirkwood lodge of Masons.
